In other parts of the state 
prices have been much lower than 
they have been in our vicinity and all 
this in spite of the fact that Jovvei 
prices should prevail here in the pro- 
ducing dist\'ct

arokers profit and wholesale men had 
to have their profits.

price for potatoes; one that will in* 
sure the farmer a profit for raising 
them, but it is true that a potato 
sold to the consumer now is worth 
three in the bin unsold and it would 
seem to be a proper thing for tht 
farmer to try his best to unlaod hi? 
potatoes as soon as he can. 


The consumer should 
assist the 


fanner at this time by using more 
potatoes. He got out of the habit of 
eating potatoes every day during tha 
high prices and was surprised to find 
that he could get along without them 
quite well.
